The Warren Commission 
yesterday unanimously cleared 
Prof. Norman Redlich and all 
other staff members to handle 
classified information. 

By its action, the seven-meiii 
ber Comnxission rejected 
charges that Redlich might be 
a security risk because of his 
affiliation with the Emergency 
Civil Liberties Committee, an 
alleged Red front. 

The Commission was n^mecl 
by President Johnson to in- 
vestigate the assassination of 
President Kennedy. 

In its statement the Com- 
mission said that it had re- 
viewed all of the field investi: 
gations concerning the secu- 
rity clearance of its employes 
and had “unaniihously cleared 
all of the members of its staff 
to handle classified informa- 
tion.” V . ^ 

Three Republican Re^*^ 
sentatives and one Republican 
Senator have criticized the 
Commission for hiring Redlich 
in view of his association with 
the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee, which in the 1950s 
was labeled a Communist 
front organization by two com- 
mittees of Congress.
